‘SYSTEMS. an active part in nominating Gleve- 


of Arts on “London Sewerage and 
Sewage,“ by Sir Robert Rawlinson, who

According to this authority, land is 
not corrupted by sewage irrigation, 
but is improved, as the solids out of 
100 tons, spread over one acre of land, 
would not give a surface deposit of 
1-100 of an inch in thickness. In the 
discussion which followed the paper, 
Dr. Charles Drysdale said that all the 
European nations were looking to Eng- 
land for a solution of the question, 
and many of them had sent 
engiseers over there to study 
what had been done. Paris had now a 
very successful sewage farm of 1500 
acres, which produced most magnifi- 
cent crops, and the effluent was 80 
pure that any one could drink it, as he 
had done himself. In Berlin also, 
where the authorities had sent engi- 
neers to study sewage farming, they 
had about one thousand acres on the 
north and south, and not a particle of 
sewage was sent into the river. So far 
as the disposal of sewage went, every 
possible plan had been tried, and it is 
well known now, said Dr. Drysdale, 
that the only possible way of purifying 
sewage is by passing it through fitting 
soils.

Southern States there are 12,685 pen- 
sioners, to whom the amount of 7483. 

000 a year is paid. A noticeable fact 
is-the smaliness of the number of pen- 
sioners and of the amounts paid them, 
especially when it is remembered that 
the pensions granted by the Southern 
States for wounds are almost as liberal 
as these of our federal system. In 
Florida, for example, the pension 


dt open | paid for loss of sight is $150 a year; for 


the loss of a leg $100. If a poor State 
like Florida can afford to pay such 
amounts, no one in the North sho@id 
begrudge the pensions which we pay 
in like cases. 

The great difference Wenden the 
national and the State systems appears 
to be the care exercised by the State 
in preventing the payment of pensions 

to persons whose claims are doubtful. 
It is stated that only 14,000 out of the 
184,000 federal pensions applied for in 
1888 were on account of wounds. The 
remaining 170,000 were for general 
disabilities of every sort. In the South, 
where the money to pay the pensions 
is raised by direct taxation, which 
makes those who pay thoroughly con- 
scious of how much they are paying, 
every claim is subjected to the most 
rigid scrutiny. 


SENATOR SHERMAN ON TRUSTS. 


The recent speech of Senator Sher- 
man against trusts did credit both to 
bis head and heart. Mr. Sherman said 
that if this country would not endure 
a king in political power, it should not 
endure a king over the production, 
transportation and sale of the neces- 
saries of life, If it would not submit 
to un emperor, it should not submit to 
an autocrat in trade. He referred 
to the decisions of the State 
. of Ohio, Michigan, IIIi- 
nois and New Tork in the cases 
of the Standard Oil Company, the Dia- 
mond Match Company and the sugar 
trust, declaring such trusts null and 
void and against public policy. These 
references and quotations were, he 
said, to show that, in different States, 
the State courts did declare trusts and 
combinations in a State as unlawful 
and void; and all that the pending bill 
pro was to empower the courts of 
the United States to deal with those 
combinations affecting, not only 


several States, but the entire 
world. All these combinations,
